Ivlr»  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1943*  Fo]f 
reasons  with  which  the  Council  will  now  be  familiar, 
the  report  is  an  abbreviated  one.  For  reasons  of 
national  security,  certain  detailed  information  has 
been  excluded  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  full  statistics  are  available 
to  any  member  of  the  Council  who  may  require  them.

( 2 ) .  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  . 

Reference  to  the  table  of  notifications 
received,  given  in  the  body  of  the  report,  shows 
that  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remains 
low.  It  is  a  reason  for  satisfaction  that^these 
figures  compare  very  favourably  with  the  years 
immediately  preceding  the  outbreak  of  war. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred.  Fourteen 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  sixteen  in  1942,  and  twenty-five  m  1941. 

Of  these,  ten  patients  were  admitted  uo  Piospitcd, 
the  remainder  being  nursed  at-home.  Further 
cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  mostly  m  the 
early  months  of  the  year,  the  figuie  for  9  3 
being  93,  as  compared  with  107  in  the  previous 
year.  Both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  were  of 

mild  type. 

(3) ,  Diphtheria  Immunization . 

It  was  estimated  that,  at  the  end  of  1943? 
the  Dercenta.es  of  children  inoculated  were  4b* 
of  those  under  5  ye&rs?  90%  of  those  between 

5  and  15  years. 

Although  fairly  satisfactory,  these  figures  ao 

not  show  any  material  improvement  on  those  for  the 
previous  year.  It  is  sincerely  to  be . hoped  th«t 
the  immunization  percentages  can  be  maintained,  and 
even  improved.  New  methods  of  propaganda  are  now 
being  used,  in  cooperation  with  the  County  Counci  , 
particular ? attention  being  paid  to  the  younger  ege 
group.  Only  by  continued  effort,  including  the  u 
of  the  new  “greeting  cards"  sent  on  a _ child  s  fir  t 
birthday  and  regular  house-to-house  visiting,  will 
it  be  possible  to  maintain  the  high  level  reached.

D I PIi THERIA  IMMUNISATI  ON . 


This  campaign  was  continued  throughout  the  year  under  review, 
sessions  being  held  periodically  at  the  Petworth  Clinic  and  at  the 
village  schools,  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  staff. 

In  addition,  however,  a  not  inconsiderable  number  of  children 
are  dealt  with  privately  by  their  family  doctors,  and  it  is  thus 
difficult  to  make  an  accurate  assessment  of  the  number  protected. 

Regular  returns  are  made  each  six  months,  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  of  the  number  of  children  inoculated.  On  the  31st  December 
1943#  it  was  estimated  that  48;4  of  children  below  5  years,  and  90% 
of  those  between  5-15  years  had  been  protected. 

TREATMENT  OF  SCABIES  AND  VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS. 

There  was  no  change,  during  the  year,  in  the  arrangements 
vheroby  cases  of  scabies  among  local  residents  are  dealt  with  either 
at  Tan  Cottage  Sick-Bay  in  Horsham,  or  by  home  treatment.  In  the 
case  of  children,  if  the  trouble  is  extensive,  the  patient  is 
usually  kept  in  for  48  hours.  As  a  rule,  all  evacuated  children 
are  dealt  with  as  In-Patients,

(e)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Patients  suffering  from  notifiable  infectious  ^isease,wheii 
wit  to  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital,  are  transported  m  one  of  .he 
Chichester  Brough  Ambulances,  driver  and  nurse  being  provided  by 

the  Hospital. 

(b)  The  Council  maintain  a  modern  Ambulance,  a  Morris  vehicle 
delivered  in  1940.  This  is  used  for  the  collection  and  bransfei 
of  cases  of  non- infectious  illness  and  accident,  the  duties  of 
driver  and  attendant  being  undertaken  by  unpaid  volunteers. 

(f)  CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1 •  WATER.  (Public  Supply) _ 

There  have  been  no  particular  developments  during  the  year. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  plans  for  four  comparatively  short  extensions 
to  the  water  mains  were  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and,  indication  having  been  received  that  these  extensions 
were  considered  sufficiently  urgent  to  warrant  early  attention,  it  is 
anticipated  that  approval  will  be  received  and  the  work  carried  out 
in  the  first  half  of  1944.

Sampling,  for  bacteriological  examination  (B.Coli)  only,  was 
continued  throughout  the  year,  once  a  week  from  the  source  and  once  a 
fortnight  from  varying  places  on  the  mains.  There  was  a  general 
improvement  in  the  purity  of  the  water,  particularly  toward  the  end 
of  the  year.  Altogether  17  samples  taken  from  the  source  were 
presumed  to  contain  Bac.Coli.  in  100  millilitres,  and  of  these  one 
was  of  the  faecal  type.  The  remainder  were  of  the  non-faecal  type 
and  all  in  very  small  amounts. 


The  sterilisation  of  the  water  by  means  of  liquid  chlorine 
has  continued.  The  dose  is  .26  parts  per  million  and  the  residual 
chlorine  after  an  average  contact  time  of  20  minutes,  is  .15  parts 
per  million.  The  residual  chlorine  is  checked  twice  each  day  by 
means  of  a  Comparator,  the  sample  being  drawn  off  on  the  outlet  side 
of  the  pumps  on  the  rising  main  to  the  Reservoir  and  distributing 
mains.  It  has  not  been  necessary,  at  any  time,  to  vary  the  chlorine 
dosage  to  obtain  that  residual  figure. 


Owing  to  a  very  large  demand  fa* water  during  June,  July  and 
August,  the  pumps  were  working  for  periods  up  to  22  hours  per  day, 
the  average  daily  consumption  figures  being: -

The  quantity  or  quality  of  the  water  was  never  in  doubt,  the  capacity 
of  the  pumps  being  our  only  limiting  factor. 

The  average  civilian  consumption  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
estimated  at  about  135,000  gallons  per  day,  representing  about  28 
gallons  per  head,  per  day. 

A  sample  of  water  from  the  source  was  taken  in  July  and 
submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  for  a  full 
Bacteriological  examination  and  Chemical  Analysis.  The  following

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  not 
unduly  hard  in  character,  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or  mineral 
natter  in  solution,  is  of  good  organic  quality  and  a  high  standard  of 
bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  satisfactory  and  consistent  with  a  pure  and 
wholesome  water  suitable  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  supply.

At  the  end  of  1943,  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  connected 
to  the  Council’s  main  supply  totalled  1,160  (i.e.  approximately  50% 
of  the  number  of  houses  in  the  District). 

In  addition,  about  100  other  houses  have  piped  supplies. 

These  are  mostly  derived  from  private  sources,  (the  Leconfield  Estate, 
Barlavington,  and  Burton  Park  supplies)  but  about  four  houses  in  the 
North-East  corner  of  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Horsham  Rural  District  Council’s  main,  and  a  similar  number  in  the 
North-West  by  the  Chiddingfold  Water  Company. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  erection  of  a  new  disposal  works  at  the  Petworth  Northern 
Sewage  Outfall  was  completed,  and  taken  over  for  management  by  the 
District  Council  on  behalf  of  the  War  Department  on  the  1st  May,  1943. 
The  capacity  of  the  works  is  45,000  gallons  per  day  and  it  is  dealing 
with  the  'whole  of  the  sewage  received  at  this  outfall. 

No  other  developments  took  place  during  the  year.

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  whole  of  the  district 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  houses. 

Salvage  is  collected  at  village  depots  and  by  the  refuse 

vehicle. 

The  Council  have  not  undertaken  the  emptying  of  cesspools, 
but  arrange  for  a  private  firm  to  operate  in  the  district  with  a  small 
f’leet  of  special  vehicles  in  April  and  September  of  each  year. 

Public  notices  are  inserted  in  local  papers  during  the  previous  weeks 
and  many  householders  take  advantage  of  the  service  by  notifying  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  of  their  desire  to  have  cesspools  emptied.
